Glasgow, Scotland, May IL — The 
Fairfield Shipbuilding and Engineer- 
ing Works, Limited l(late John Elder 
it Co.), of Govan, builders of the fa- 
mous "Greyhounds of tbe Atlantic," 
are preparing to iay down for a syndi- 
cate a most terrible engine of naval 
warfare, whose destructive powers l ave 
never been approached. The vessel will 
bo built of Viokera steel and guaran- 
teed to steam twenty-two knots an 
hour.

When this ve.ssel is completed 
and the. claims of her designer demon- 
strated and verified, the syndicate will 
place her on the market of tho world 
and -the highest bidder can take her. 
The machinery of this vessel has been 
designed by A. D. Bryce Douglas, 
whicii is an ample guarantee of its ef- 
ficiency. When coinjjloted and in ac- 
tive service, the navies of the woild 
will be at tbe mercy of this craft. She 
is to bo named the Destroyer, and will 
be the "terror of the seas." — Special to 
iV. y.

A NOBLE llELW. 

Among the exhibits at the Jjtverpool 
exhibition opoiiBi; Iby^the Queen last 
month, was the boat in which Grnce 
Darling and her father performod one of 
the noblest acta of heroiom which the 
Btorm-boaten shores of Groat Britain 
have ever witnosaod. The Liverpool 
Mercury anys: "A special position was 
allotted to it in the exhibition during Bor 
Majeafy'a v'isit,'iii order , that the royal 
party might view it without leaving the 
route marked out; and numerous and 
splendid as may be, and are, the forms of 
Rraco and beauty and strength which 
meet the gfl23 on every side, the homely 
little craft tella a story as well worth re- 
membering aa. any of them. Nearly fifty 
years have passed away since the wild 
September morning on which the gallant 
old keeper of the Lonxstono lighthouse, 
al tho earnest entreaiiea of his dnuglitor 
Grace, who had listened for hours to the 
cries of shipwrecked men piercing through 
the darkness aud the noise of winds and 
' waves, and aaaisted by his wife, launched 
thejittle "^opble" which aafely bore them 
to the rock where the aurvivors of the 
terrible night yet clung, and, thanks to 
cool-hoadod seamanship and dauntless 
oouragu, and, iia thoy well believed, tho 
good hand of a guiding Providence, 
brought them safely back to shelter. But 
the fifty years have not dimmed the splen- 
dour of the deed of self-sncriSbe perform- 
«d that stormy autumn morning on tho 
wild Northumbrian coast. The name of 
Graco Darling — how full of music is the 
name !— ia yet a houauhold word amongst 
us, and niany a heart has throbbed, and 
many an eye filled with unbidden tears, 
as the tale of her short but beautiful life 
has been told. For aithoiigli at the time 
of the rsacue she was but twenty -one 
years of age, only four years later she was 
laid to rest in Bamborough churchyard, 
and ill the meantime she had steadily de-^ 
clined all invitations to leave her .home 
and visit tho places where she would have 
received the welcome and homage with 
which the hearts of her countrymen and 
countrywomen ovorllowed. She preferred 
to remain among her own people and to 
discharge tho duties of hor home. The 
boat, however, still does good service to 
ship wrecked seamen. Its present owner, 
whose husliatid purchasad it from Gcogre 
Darling, the still surviving brother of 
Grace, places it ncoaaioually at tho dis 
posal of tho Sinpwicckod Fishermen and 
Mariners' Royal Benevolent Society, 
whose president has sent it to various ex- 
hibitions, and by its means replenished 
the not too well supplied funds of the 
society. Between 13,000 and 14,000 per- 
sons are annually relieved by its agency, 
and it niixy well bo wished that the pre- 
sence of the Grace Darling at our great 
maritime exhibition may be the means of 
still further extending its usefulness." 



■ Sm JOHN'S VISIT. 

It is now definitely decided that Sir 
John Macdonald.will visit this coaat early 
next month. He expects to arrive in 
Winnipeg by the end of Juno, and then 
come through to British Columbia. The 
great .premier has often expreased the 
hope that he might be permitted to see 
British Columbia, reaching it by an all- 
Canadiau route. His desire will bo short- 
ly realized. Victoria, more especially, is 
very dear to Sir John's heart for he has 
never failed to remember that when he 
was defeated at the general elections she 
tendered him a seat to which he was 
elected by a very large majority. The 
city honored itself in honoring; Sir John, 
one of tho most sagacious leaders and 
brilliant statesmen of modern times. To 
him are we mainly indebted for tho con- 
federation, which has placed us in so con- 
Bpioudus a pUce in the eyes of the world; 
for the Oanadian Paoific railway, which 
binds tho iitherwiae isolated provinces of 
the Dominion together with a band of 
steel; for nearly all the public works and 
wise legislation of tho last nine- 
teen years. The history of Sir 
John is tho history of Canada, 
and after generations will look back upon 
his regimt as the wisest and most distin- 
guished Canada has ever known. Placed 
in ft p'lsition, whore he might, had he' so 
fviahed, have accumulated a fortune, he 
ia to day a poor man, and no higher tri- 
bute than this could be paid to his moral 
worth. Victoria owes him much, and 
will in a short time have an opportunity 
to repiiy liiin in. however inadequate", a 
mea.iuru. Our citizuns should bo up and 
doing. Sir John should be welcomed as 
novor visitor was welcomed before. 
"Take time by tho lore-lock" is a good 
motto in the ooae of a cetabration such as 
.this ought to and will bo. Let a public 
meeting be illod, at which our people 
ouuld exprofls their views, and committees 
could be struck. Work would thus bo 
begun and abuudanoo of time given to 
perfect the nocosaary arrangements which 
should not be crowded into a few days. 
Oar oitizons are desirous of according the 
illustriotiB premier a loyal, cordial and 
enthusiastic welcome, and no stone 
should bo left unturned to aeoure that re- 
sult. 

THE SEIBKED -TOTE. 

Mr. Grant, mombor for Oassiar. writes 
himself a letter in an endeavor to prove 
that be did not shirk the vote on the 
second reading of the Settlement bill. In 
support of his contention he quotes the 
division on an amendment to the measure, 
in which his name appears among the 
"ayes." This is bogging tho question in 
a manner quite in keeping with John's 
usual course in the house, It ia a side- 
iuue.baviof^ no connection with the vote 
oh' the second reading. The journals of 
the houpe show that he did not vote at all 
on the second reading; and at least 250 
persona were in tho house when he bound- 
ed across the rail like a young ram and 
disappeared in the members' room with 
his coat-tails, waving in the air like dis- 
tress aignala from a disabled . vessol .

llow Slie Turned I'tl v;itn<>i' 
and Fought a Veiie-'iicliiii 
Gunboat. 

A most extraordinary story has by a 
mere chance just been made public in 
London — a story that would seem almost 
too romantic in these prosaic tiuiea wflre 
it not that circumstances support the 
strange relation. At the Clerkenwoll 
police court Richard Murphy, on May 
12th last, summoned Capt. liobertsou for 
wages alleged by plainti£f to be due to 
him as chief engineer of the British ship 
Justitia. According to the complainant 
Murphy, he was engaged iii the begin- 
ning of last June by the defendant as 
chief engineer of the Justitia, an'Knglish 
ship, in which ho was chartered to serve 
a voyage to Trinidad. The ship sailed 
from Ltindon with a crew of twenty-two 
men and one ■ passenger. At Antwerp a 
number of ^.ases and four p.isso igcra were 
taken on board. Tho vessel continued 
her voyage, as TMurphy and most of the 
crew bolio vod, to Trinidad Hut they found 
themselves after aniue days oil the coast of 
Venezuela, at a port called Corop ino. The 
engines ware stopped hy the onjilain'a or- 
ders, and a small steamboat came along- 
side, containing three or four persons. 
Up to thia moment tho Justitia had been 
Hying tho English tlig. But wlion the 
strangers from tiie shore boarded her the 
Union Jack was haulud down,, anil tho 
Venezuelan colors hoisted instaadc Tho 
next stago in thia strange, eventful his- 
tory was the transfer of soin&ba:;gago and 
tho arrival of fifteen arnitid men on board. 
Murphy and others uf tl e oro'.v, ausi)t.H't- 
ilig that something was wrung, Idld Cup- 
tain Hcibortson that he was ''kidnapping" 
them. To thia the captain made answer 
that ho could not help what waa going on. 
The chief engineer and hia comrades then 
attomptod to land, in order to make a 
representation to tho Uritiah cor.au!. But 
their movement wua fiuatrated by the 
despatch of some three liuiulred troops 
from the ahore to tho voaaul. Tho .)ua- 
titia tliun started for a month's cruise nil' 
the const. jl^Accordiug to the complainant, 
the vessel was engagsd in sheer prfvateer- 
ing. Whatever doubt he had aa to the 
business she was employed in was no 
doubt dispelled when, after pur- 
suing several vc.'>aols and "sailint; in 
various directions," the Justitia fell 
in with a gunboat belonging to the 
Venezuelan government, which promptly 
opened fire on the English-built ship. 
The cruiser caught a tartar, however, for, 
to Murphy'a amazement, two Krupp guns 
of whose distance on board the Justitia 
he had had no previous auapicion, wore 
brought to bear upon the hostile craft, 
and a regular sea fight ensued, with tho 
result that fifteen men were killed on 
board the gunboat and one on board the 
Justitia, which after the action waa 
steamed inahoro, where it was found that 
a civil wf.r was in progress. The vessel, 
according to Murphy, resumed her "pri- 
vateering," but was ultimately given up 
by Captain Robertson, who ran her to 
San Domingo, where the governor took 
charge of her. The captain and crow re- 
turned to England last November, and 
tho case would probably now not have 
come to light had the wages of Mr. Mur- 
phy been remitted him upon hia applica- 
tion for the aatne. 

Ai'iitiiig:. 

Nkw Yokk, May 31. — Tho World's 
London correapondent aaya: "I have 
discovered that the organization of the 
army of Ulster has progressed to an ex- 
traordinary degree, aud 1 have gathered 
startling particulars which are in secret 
circulation among Orangemen in this city. 
The leading fact is that the organization 
of a royalist proteatant body of men, 
pledged to resist any attempt to carry out 
home rule in Ireland by the Purnellite 
body, has develjped enormously, without 
anybody having the slightest suspicion. 
The army ia already practically enrolled, 
and all the military details have been ar- 
ranged with tiie greatest prcc'sic.n. A 
number of distinguished noblemen and 
members of parliament aro enrolled 
among the officers of tho army, and arms 
have already been , provided. Arrange 
ments have been made for securing can- 
non and horaea. I have not aucceeded in 
learning who is to bo commander-in-chief, 
but it will doubtless be one of the officers 
of the English army, whose defection ia 
counted upon by the promoters. uf this 
desperate scheme of, rebellion." 

A. Unique Party. 

New York, May 24.— The Herald's 
Dublin special says: "Tho lord lieutenant 
on Saturday gave a garden party with tho 
politic and patriotic idea of having every 
guest wear a dress of Irish fabrics. Tho 
plan was auoceasful and pictureaque as 
well as from a home rule point of viow. 
There were poplina and serges and tweeds 
for ladies with trimmings of Irish rilibona 
and laces and, besides wearing a morning 
dress of Irish cloth, gentlemen wore Iriaii 
felt hats. The viceroy wore a becoming 
grey Irish tweed suit and tho hostess a 
cream-oolorod poplin, The children wore 
the garb of Irish peasants in every 
variety of color. Eighteen hundred 
guests were present. Irish jiga, reels and 
hornpipes wore danced, tho muaic being 
rendered by Irish pipers and harpists of 
St. Patrick's.

FKOiTI FOREICN MNDS. 

A MiLLiONAinE's Experience in the 
French Insane AsviirM 

Nkw Vouk, May 25. — A London 
cablegram says: Jean Mistral, the sup- 
posed lunatic, who has been confined 
for years in the Montpellier Asylum 
for the insane, has been liberated. Hid 
fortune, with accumulated interest, 
now amount.^ to 65,000,000 francs, Ilia 
story is a peculiarly sad one. He ia 
now searching; for his wife, whom hia 
relatives caused to bo expelled from 
France in 1837 because she refusod, in 
return for an annuity of 500 francs, to 
acknowledge herself a: woman , of bad 
ch.iracteh Jeiin Mistral is a cousin of 
Frederick Mistral, the poet. Ho is now 
an old man conipletely broken down. 
Ilia oxporieiicns in the madhouse wore 
dreadful. He answered ull the tests for 
sanity satisfactorily, and demostrated 
that there was no . legitimate ground 
for incarceration. He knamed when a 
young man, without tire consent of his 
parents, an opera singer named Doin- 
browska. The refuaal of liia parents to 
recognizo the marriage was based on 
the absence of a dot, as the bride 
broughli him nothing but .her • vocal 
talent. Mistral's parents declined to 
allow biia an income, and he and his 
wife lived for a time on the proceeds 
of her operatic engagements. After 
awhile I )oinbrow.skii'.s voice fuiltul ant' 
then tlioy bocaine intiiierant inuai- 
ciaiis. Tlie wife at last consented to. a 
tomiiorary sepfiration, in the hope that 
her husband would become reconciled 
to iii.'j pnrent.s, hut as soon as Mistral 
liif.cflil himself within the reach of his 
relatives they had iiiin arrested on 
charge of lunacy. From that time to 
this lie ims not seen hia wife or- lieard 
anything of her. "Now he haVcomo into 
his family fortune, he will probably 
spend tlie rest of his life trying to find 
her, if she lia.t not died in the inean- 
tinie. This instance will probably lead 
to the repeal oti the lunacy law aa it 
now exists in I<]rance and in remedial 
egialation.

It is astoniahing the amount of acids, 
gums and dyeatutfs which are converted 
into palatable wines and relished by the 
unsuspecting drinkers. Fortunes are 
being made at tiie business, and the lioalth 
of the consumers ruined by tho gigantic 
frauda in this line of trade. The opeuing 
wedge of the investigation of fraudulent 
proprietary medicines is being driven in 
by hard knocks from the aggrieved parties, 
aa mentioned in last week's iaaue, and some 
such aggressive policy ia noceaaary to 
stem the tide of adultoration and fraudu- 
lent maiuilucturo of wines. Talks with 
various persons conversant with the sub- 
ject have diacloaod a lamentable lack 
of honeaty in tho preparatiori'of medi- 
cinal winea and beverages. It is more 
tho rule than tho e.xception for port 
wine to bo composed of cider, syrup, gum 
kino and tartaric acid, and for claret to 
be made from a decoction of orris root, 
water, .raspberty-juice, syrup and cochi- 
neal, white most of the sherry wine on the 
market is a combination of materials col- 
ored with alkanet root. Tha artiticial 
coloring ia said to be practised with the 
object of hoightouing tho tint of red wine 
doticient in color making red wine white, 
or for coloring the counterfeit imitations, 
llosanline, elderberry and logwood aro 
among the coloring agents stated to be 
most frequently employed. A great var- 
iety of methods have been devised for the 
detection of foreign coloring matters, but 
the majority are not of much practical 
value. To bring up "flat" wine a com- 
mon praotioo is to drop a few rats into a 
casli, through tho bungholo; the rat flavor 
is said to be "perfectly delicious," but 
tho sellers are careful not to sample it, 
leaving that delightful (I) privilege for the 
innocent buyers. Much of the importod 
stuff ia hardly suitable for the swill-tub, 
much leas to be sold over the counter for 
patients and table use. Artificial wines 
are manufactured and sold either alone or 
in admixture with a certain proportion of 
genuine wine. A careful analysis and 
compariaon of the reauits with those yield- 
ed by genuine wine of the same auppoaed 
character will often, though nut alwaya, 
suffice for the detection of the spurious 
article. — Dmg Raporttr. 

Eaten by f^barks. 

It appears that while tha steamer Aus- 
tral was last in Australian waters ahe loat 
three of her craw through the capuzing of 
one of her boats. From a circumstance 
which Bubseijuently transpired, it auoms 
that in all probability tho three poor fel- 
lows were devoured by sharks. Informa- 
tion just to hand reports the capturing 
of a shark, fourteen foot long, by Mr. G. 
H. Robinson, of Watson's bay. The fish 
was landed and cut open, when its stom- 
ach waa found to. contain several bonea, 
including the lower portioit of a human 
backbone and piccos of human flesh, 
There were also the leg of a pair cf tweed 
trouaora, a pocket containing a penny 
piec. , and the buckle of a pair of braces, 
The remains were placed in the Circular 
Quay morgue, and on' examination 
by Br. Eichen were pronounced 
to be human remains. Sub- 
serpiently Mr. Goiirge. Pentaooat, third 
mate of the Austral examined tho re- 
mains, ond was able to identify tho trouser 
leg as belonging to J. Barfoot, the second 
Stewart of the Austral. Barfoot was one 
of tho throe men who had gone for a 
cruise in tho whale boat which capsized 
when off Uobroyd Head a few minutes 
afterwards. Tho occupants of tho boat 
wore not afterwards seen, and from the 
discovery tn the stomach of the captured 
shark it was concluded that all of tho un- 
fortunate' man wore devoured by the 
nujnerous sharks which invest tho water 
where the accident happened. The same 
despatch mentions that in the harbor of 
Sydney, on the day following tho capture 
of the ehark by Mr. Hobinson a number 
of these voracious fish were seen, being 
attracted by the caroaca of .kivdead cow 
which waa floating about. Several men 
put off in two boats and succeeded in 
capturing seven of the sharks, which were 
of various sizes, ranging from ten to 
thirtoon feat. The fi.»h were caught by 
hurpoons. In the stomach of one of the 
sharks waa found a human foot.
